this year's crop, the largest in 12 
years.

The new report will be issued at 


11 a. m. (EST). Last month's report 
estimated the 
crop 
at

of 11,306,000 bales during the pre- 
vious 10 years.

Shows Increase 


Washington, Dec. 8 —(/P)— 
The 


agriculture department, in its final 
report of the year, today estimated 
the 1949 cotton crop at 16,034,000 
bales of 500 pounds gross weight. 


This estimate 
is 
510,000 
bales 


more than the 15,524,000 bales fore- 
cast a month ago. It compares also 
with 14,877,000 produced last year 
and with a ten-year (1938-47) aver- 
age of 11,306,000. 


This year's crop has produced a 


surplus supply above market needs 
and a reserve deemed by law to 
be ample. As a consequence, Sec- 
retary Brannan has set planting al- 
lotments calling for a 20 per cent 
reduction in 1950. 


Brannan also has proposed rigid 


marketing quotas on the 1950 crop. 
Qutas will be submitted to grow- 
ers at a referendum Dec. 15. They 
must be approved by at least two- 
thirds of the growers voting before 
they can be put into effect. 


Under the quotas program, 
ex- 


cess sales would be subject to a 
stiff penalty tax.

American citizen for 20 years. 


The mystery concerns the pres- 
ence in the guest house at Warm 
Springs for several days and 
in 


Roosevelt's study at the time of 
his fatal stroke of Mrs. Winthrop 
Rutherfurd, of New York who had 
met Roosevelt in Washington dur- 
ing the first war when he was as- 
sistant secretary of the navy and 
she was doing war work, he was 
then Miss Lucy Mercer, a Mary- 
land girl. Mrs. "Shoumatoff did not 
know her then but she says Mrs. 
Rutherfurd was a beauty in the 
classical sense who must have been 
very beautiful when Roosvelt met 
her. Mrs. Rutherfurd' died on July 
31, 1948. 


Roosevelt's 
widow, 
Eleanor, 
pointedly does not mention in her 
recent memoirs the fact that Mrs. 
Rutherfurd was there in the study 
or anywhere about when Roosevelt 
died, 
although 
the 
concluding 


number of the magazine 
which 


serialized her story was emblaz- 
oned with a special gala ribbon 
reaing, "Eleanor Roosevelt Tells 
At Last How F. D. R. Died." She 
does not mention Mrs. Rutherfurd 
at all, if the index is reliable. Miss 
Grace Tully, one 
of 
Roosevelt's 
secretaries, who broke the news 
in a side-long, casual way in her 
.memoirs more than 
four 
years 


after Roosevelt's death, seems to 
have been the first one to mention 
her presence. 


The ecret Service unquestion- 
ably did conceal the fact of her 
presence. Mrs. Shoumatoff contrib- 
ubted to the situation by withhold- 
ing Mrs. Rutherfurd's name when 
she discussed the 
historic 
scene 


with about 30 reporters on her re- 
turn to Nesv York a few days after . 
the death. She explains that she i 
did this because Mrs. RutherfurdT 
too, was sensitive to publicity, not 
suspecting that suspicion was be- 
ing stored up. 


Mrs. Shoumatoff says that con- 
trary to Miss Tully's statement in 
her book, Mrs. Rutherfurd did not 
"commission" her to paint Roose- 
velt.

—Admiral Louis E. Dcnfcld, oust- 
ed chief of naval operations, saffl 
today he will not retire unless he 
decides it is best "for the navy 
and national defense as a whole." 
The tall, bespectacled 
admiral 
confessed he is having 
a 
hard 
time trying to make up his mind 
whether to quit the navy or stay 
on and accept a new command in 
European waters. 


"It's a tough problem," he said 
in an interview. 'I'm torn 
be- 


tween two things. But I'm going 
to do whichever is right for the 
navy and national defense as 
a 
whole." 


Denfeld, spending a 60-day leave 
in the small .New England town 
where he was born '58 years ago, 
has little more than a month lefl 
in which to decide his future. 
"I'll have to figure things out 
soon," he said. "I've had some at- 
tractive o f f e rr s — both business 
and political. And if I get out it 
will 
give a 
chance to younger 
men." 


"But there's another side of it," 
he said. "I've given 41 years of 
my life to the navy and I want to 
be certain I do what's right now." 
"I don't want to stir up any con- 
troversy," he said. "I just want 
to do my duty." 


Denfeld's dislike for controversy 
has caused him to decline to com- 
ment on the unification squabble 
which 
reached 
its 
climax 
last 
month when President Truman re- 
moved him as chief of naval op- 
orations. 


His removal resulted from 
his 
testiniony before the house armed 
services 
committee 
in 
October 


when he supported the so'called 
"navy rebels" and 
charged 
the 
navy was being hamstrung by the 
army and air force. 


"I tried to -be dignified,"''- Den- 


fled said of his testimony. 
"I'm 
not going to say any more about 
it. I've been asked to make stMc- 
ments, give lectures and write ar- 
ticles on the subject — but I've 
refused."

But I'm going 
to do whichever is right for the 
navy and national defense as

whole." 


Denfold, spending a 60-day leave 
in the small New England town 
where he was born '58 years ago, 
has little more than a month lefl 
in which to decide his future. 
"I'll have to figure things out 
soon," he said. "I've had some at- 
tractive oif f e rr s — both business 
and political. And if I get out it 
will give a chance to 
younger 
men." 


"But there's another side of it," 
he said. "I've given 41 years of 
my life to the navy and I want to 
be certain I do what's right now." 
"I don't want to stir up any con- 
troversy," he said. "I just want 
to do my duty." 


Denfcld's dislike for controversy 
has caused him to decline to com- 
ment on the unification squabble 
which 
reached 
its climax 
last 
month when President Truman re- 
moved him as chief of naval op- 
erations. 


His removal resulted from 
his 
testimony before the house armed 
services 
committee 
in 
October 


when he supported the so'called 
"navy rebels" and 
charged 
the 
navy was being hamstrung by the 
army and air force. 


"I tried to .be dignified,"''- Dcn- 


flcd said of his testimony. "I'm 
not going to say any" more about 
it. I've been asked to make state- 
ments, give lectures and write ar- 
ticles on the subject — but I've 
refused."
